PREFACE. 


THE following pages are dedicated to all collectors of Church 
Tokens, or, as they may be called, the followers of Token- 
craft. It is only within the last fifteen years or so that this 
branch of numismatics has received anything like general 
attention, and before that only a few odd pieces were to 
be found in the cabinets of coin collectors. Probably the 
largest and the nearest complete collection is that of the 
late Mr. John Reid, Blairgowrie, who was among the first 
to enter the field, who wrote to every minister in Scotland, 
as well as to many others in various parts of the world; and 
who succeeded in gathering about five thousand separate 
specimens. There are several others, not far short of this 
magnitude, such as that of Mrs. Stein, of Kirkfield, Lanark, 
or Mr. Pratt’s, which was shown by him in the Glasgow 
Exhibition of last year. Some collectors have confined 
themselves to particular districts, gathering the tokens of 
all denominations within the prescribed area; and many 
have a preference for those of the parish churches, which, 
as being older than those of the other churches, and for 
other reasons, have an interest and value of their own. 

It is impossible to make a complete collection of all 
the tokens that have been used by the various churches. 
The older varieties were often melted down when newer 
ones were required, usually in order that these sacred 
symbols might not be desecrated, or for the sake of 
economy; and new ones were frequently provided, either 
because the existing stock had become insufficient, or from

the wish of a new incumbent to have his own initials upon 
them. Stray specimens of these earlier ones have occasion- 
ally been preserved, either as curiosities, or as cherished 
links with other days. Nearly every collector has one or 
two odd pieces which no one else has; and I have made 
it my endeavour, both by personal visits and correspond- 
ence, to obtain a description of all these, and they will be 
found included in their respective places; and neither 
time nor trouble has been spared to describe them ac- 
curately. The literature of the subject as yet is not large, 
but that something has been done will be seen from the 
bibliography appended herewith. 

I am indebted to so many collectors for descriptions of 
tokens I have failed to secure for my own collection that 
it seems invidious to mention any, but I cannot omit to 
express my obligations to Mr. J. H. Pratt, Glasgow; Mr. 
James Tennant, also of Glasgow, and Mr. R. McVitie, 
Edinburgh, who have all been most kind and helpful. Of 
the many others mention should be made of Mrs. 
Campbell, Glasgow; Mr. James Anderson, Aberdeen; Rev. 
Wilson Baird, Mauchline; Rev. J. Hay Scott, Sanquhar ; 
Mr. Edward F. Herdman, Morpeth, and Mr. James Sword, 
the obliging curator of the Smith Institute, Stirling. For 
the illustrations I am indebted to my valued and intimate 
friend, Mr. W. T. Russell, Edinburgh.

I. THE COVENANTERS. 


THE Covenanters were the Presbyterians of Scotland who 
refused to have Episcopacy forced upon them in the seven- 
teenth century. The struggle lasted for fifty years, and it 
began in 1638 when Charles I. endeavoured to enforce the 
use of the Service Book, and when the National Covenant 
was signed by vast numbers of people in all ranks of life. 
This was ratified by the General Assembly, which met that 
year in Glasgow, and which deposed all the bishops and re- 
established Presbytery—a period often called the second 
Reformation. At the Restoration in 1660 Episcopacy was 
again in the ascendant, and in 1662 three hundred and fifty 
ministers left their churches and manses rather than submit 
to the bishops. The people were thus driven out of their 
churches, and not being allowed to meet for worship in their 
own houses they met in the open air, usually in retired spots 
on the moors or among the hills, chiefly in the south and 
west of Scotland. These field conventicles began in 1663, and 
continued for the next quarter of a century, notwithstanding 
all the efforts made to put them down. The Covenanters 
who were found attending these meetings, or who refused to 
B 
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own allegiance to the king, were treated with great severity, 
multitudes were imprisoned and fined, some were tortured in 
the hope of getting them to incriminate others, many were 
banished to the plantations abroad, and not a few were 
executed in the Grassmarket at Edinburgh besides other 
parts of the country. The persecutions increased during 
what were called ‘‘the killing times” in the reign of King 
James, and finally came to an end in 1688 at the Revolution, 
when Presbytery became the established religion of the land. 

The most of these outed ministers preached to the people 
and baptized their children whenever they had the opportunity ; 
many of them accepted the Indulgence offered to them in 
1669; and from 1680 and onwards, when the persecution 
was at its height, only Donald Cargill and Richard Cameron 
had the courage to preach in the fields. In default of public 
worship the people formed themselves into Praying Societies 
all over the country, and in 1681 these were formed into the 
United Societies or Correspondences, representatives being 
sent to the General Meeting formed in that year for their 
mutual encouragement, and in order to promote concerted 
action. 

It is not known when these Covenanters’ tokens were 
struck, as theyare undated. The Lord’s Supper was frequently 
observed at these conventicles, as when it was dispensed by 
Mr. Blackader and other four ministers about 1675 at East 
Nisbet in the Merse, when three thousand persons com- 
municated; and it was doubtless these tokens that were 
used on the occasion. They were specially necessary, not 
only to discriminate between the ungodly and those who 
made a credible profession of their faith, for whom alone 
the ordinance is intended, but also to exclude spies or un- 
friendly persons who might betray them to the Government. 
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The tokens are plain pieces of lead 12 x 9 sixteenths of an 
inch, without any rim, and with only texts of Scripture in 
raised letters, one half of the inscription being on the obverse, 
and the other half on the reverse. So far as I know, only five 
of these pieces are extant, and they are as follows :—

Il. REFORMED PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Tue Reformed Presbyterians are the direct descendants of 
the Covenanters. They were not seceders from the Church 
of Scotland, because they refused to join it on account of 
their dissatisfaction with the Revolution Settlement. Some 
of the Covenanters had accepted the Toleration offered to 
them in 1669, and when the Revolution Settlement was 
carried out in 1689 many of the non-indulged accepted it and 
went back to their parish churches—though with great 
reluctance, as it had not given them all they had contended 
for. The party under Cameron and Cargill, who issued the 
Sanquhar Declaration in 1680, in which they disowned the 
royal authority, wished to have restored to them the civil 
and religious government that had prevailed during the 
second Reformation from 1638 to 1649; but as they were 
unable to obtain this they remained aloof, and continued to 
maintain a separate existence. They repudiated at least in 
form the government of William and Mary, and maintained 
the perpetual obligation of the Covenants,—the Solemn 
League and Covenant, as well as the National Covenant ; 
and their distinctive tenet for many years was separation 
from the State in civil as well as in religious matters. 
They were afterwards known as the Cameronians, or 
McMillanites, or the Hill Folk, but in their official docu- 
ments they were described as ‘‘ The United Societies of the 
General Correspondences of the suffering Remnant of the true 
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Presbyterian Church in Scotland,” afterwards becoming the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church. 

For sixteen years the Societies were without a minister, 
Cameron and Cargill having both suffered as martyrs during 
the persecutions. At length they were joined in 1706 by the 
Rev. John McMillan, previously of Balmaghie, who was the 
only ordained minister they had for nearly thirty-seven years, 
though he was assisted in preaching and visitation by Mr. 
John McNeil, a licentiate of the Established Church. He 
was then joined by the Rev. Thomas Nairn, who had been 
parish minister of Abbotshall, Kirkcaldy, and afterwards 
Secession minister there ; and these two laboured on together, 
visiting the members and baptizing their children throughout 
the whole of the south and west of Scotland. Until the year 
1762 the Society people regarded themselves as one great 
congregation made up of the various Fellowship Societies, 
but in that year they were formed into two congregations, 
and in the following years these had two ministers each. 
They had then no place of worship of their own, the first 
having been built about this time at Pentland, near Edin- 
burgh, ‘‘a low plain thatched building,” the members coming 
from Edinburgh, Loanhead and the surrounding district. 
The congregations were drawn from widely scattered dis- 
tricts, and in their minutes reference is often made to the 
congregation of Merse and Teviotdale, to that of Renfrew 
and Ayr, or that of Galloway; and as congregations were 
subdivided or increased, they were known by the names of 
the places where the church was erected. 

In August, 1712, the United Societies met at Auchinsaugh 
to renew the covenants, and on that occasion the sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper was observed for the first time since 
they became a separate community ; and it is highly probable 
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that the tokens used were the old Covenanters’ ones already 
described. The communion was not again observed by them 
for thirty years, until the covenants were again renewed at 
Crawfordjohn in 1745; and the tokens used on that occasion 
were the ones marked G. M | 1745, afterwards used in several 
places, and still so used by the Dumfries congregation. 

The first Synod was held at Glasgow in 1811, and the 
Church continued to increase and prosper, until the great 
majority of the ministers and people united with the Free 
Church of Scotland in 1876, and the minority continue to 
this day as the Reformed Presbyterian Church. 

Their tokens have a character of their own. They differ 
from other denominations in this, that during the whole of 
the eighteenth century, with only one exception, neither the 
initials of the minister nor the name of the congregation is to 
be found inscribed upon them, but only such letters as R. P. 
for Reformed Presbytery, or R. C. for Reformed Church, 
and often L. S. for Lord’s Supper, and a date on the reverse 
side. These were used by several congregations in the same 
district, the offshoots from the parent Church. The nine- 
teenth century tokens have little beyond the inscriptions to 
distinguish them from those of other denominations. The 
congregations which joined the Free Church are indicated 
by the contraction (F.C.). 

The Reformed Presbyterian Church, as did also the 
Seceders, at an early period sent missionaries to America. 
The first of these was the Rev. John Cuthbertson, who in 
August, 1752, dispensed the communion at Stony Ridge, in 
Cumberland County, Pennsylvania. He had taken the tokens 
with him from Scotland, and they were the first ever used in 
America. They contained only the letters L. S., for Lord’s 
Supper.

II. UNITED PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Tue United Presbyterian Church was formed by the union of 
the Secession and Relief Churches in 1847. The Secession 
began in 1733, when the Associate Presbytery was formed at 
Gairney Bridge, near Kinross, by the ‘‘ Four Brethren,” 
Messrs. Ebenezer Erskine of Stirling, Alexander Moncrieff 
of Abernethy, William Wilson of Perth, and James Fisher of 
Kinclaven. In 1747 an unhappy controversy arose as to the 
lawfulness of taking the Burgess oath, although it was 
required only from the burghers of Edinburgh, Glasgow and 
Perth. The Anti-burghers held that the clause, ‘‘the true 
religion presently professed within this realm,” implied 
approval of all the errors and defections of the Established 
Church, against which they had testified; while the Burghers 
maintained that it only meant approval of the true religion 
itself, and therefore might lawfully be taken. This led to 
‘““the Breach,” as it was called, and the infant Church was 
split up into two sections, the Associate Synod and the 
General Associate Synod, or, as they were popularly called, 
the Burghers and Anti-burghers. 

Towards the close of the century a controversy began as 
to the right of the Civil Magistrates to interfere in the 
spiritual affairs of the Church, and as to whether or not the 
national covenants were binding on posterity. The majority 
in both synods declared for the spiritual freedom of the 

(20) 
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Church, and were known as the New Lights; while the 
conservative minorities in both were known as the Old 
Lights. Each of these latter separated themselves from 
their respective synods, the one in 1799 and the other in 
1806, and these eventually became the Original Secession 
Church. In 1820 the Burghers and Anti-burghers united 
under the name of the United Secession, or, as it was some- 
times called, the United Associate Secession Church. 

The Re.ier Church was founded by Rev. Thomas Gillespie 
of Carnock, who was deposed by the General Assembly in 
1752 for his refusal to take part in the ordination of an 
unacceptable presentee at Inverkeithing. Along with him 
was Mr. Thomas Boston, the son of Boston of Ettrick, the 
author of the well-known book, The Fourfold State of Man, 
who had left the Established Church on account of the 
Patronage law, and with his supporters had formed a church 
in Jedburgh. They met at Colinsburgh on the 22nd October, 
1761, and having inducted Mr. Thomas Colier into the charge 
of the newly formed congregation there, these three ministers 
with an elder from each of their congregations met on the 
afternoon of that day, and founded the Relief Presbytery, 
“for the relief of Christians oppressed in their Christian 
privileges’. 

The United Presbyterian Church was formed in 1847 by 
the union of the Secession and Relief Churches; in 1876 the 
congregations in England were disjoined to form the English 
Presbyterian Church along with their brethren of the Free 
Church; and in 1900 the United Presbyterian Church united 
with the Free Church to form the United Free Church. 

The tokens are greatly diversified in their form and inscrip- 
tions. They have not the quaintness which belongs to the 
earlier varieties of the Established Church, but they faithfully 
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_ reflect the spirit of their time. Most of the early ones are 
inscribed with the letters A. C. for Associate Congregation, 
and this was still used after the divisions among them had 
taken place; and as the Original Seceders continued to use 
the name ‘the Associate congregation,” as the New Light 
party also did, there is often a difficulty in distinguishing their 
pieces; so if an A. C. token is not found here it should be 
looked for among those of the Original Secession Church. 
U. A. C. and U. S. C. tokens are all United Presbyterian. 
There is no instance of the Anti-burghers putting that name 
on their tokens, but there are two or three cases in which the 
Burghers called themselves such on theirs. The name of acon- 
gregation is often given by the first letter of the town or village 
where the church was erected, as K. for Kilmarnock; some- 
times the first syllable is used, as Kin for Kinclaven; or it 
may be the first and last letters, as HK for Hawick; or yet 
again it may be the first letter of each syllable, as A. B. D. 
for Aberdeen, or G. S. for Gateshaw, where the Morebattle 
congregation met in the open air for eight years before their 
first church was built, the minister preaching from a ‘‘tent”’. 

The earlier tokens are all made of lead, having been cast 
from moulds made out of a soft stone; while others are 
merely bits of lead cut into shape with a chisel and roughly 
indented with a punch, but the later ones are struck from 
steel dies, with accurate lettering and much longer inscrip- 
tions. Not unfrequently a figure or letter is retrograde, 
evidently by a mistake of the workman in cutting the mould, 
forgetting to reverse all the letters, as in the figure 7 in the 
date of the Castle Street, Jedburgh token, or in the letters 
S in the Musselburgh Relief one. 

The word ‘“‘ Kirk’ was never used on Secession tokens, the 
Kennoway one being peculiar in this respect, but it was very 
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commonly employed by the congregations of the Relief. The 
letter M. before the initials of the minister usually stand for 
Mr., as that was the formal title of the clergy in the seven- 
teenth century, and it was not till near the middle of the 
eighteenth, about the time the Secession arose, that the 
modern prefix ‘‘ Rev.’”’ began to be used; but in some cases 
the M. follows the initials, which can only stand for minister, 
and occasionally the word minister is put on, either fully or 
in a contracted form. One has M. V. D. for Minister Verbi 
Dei, minister of the Word of God.

The congregation met at first in the open air, and during public worship a dove sat on 
a tree close by, and it is said also to have followed the worshippers when they met in a 
barn during stormy weather. This was regarded as a good omen, and when the first 
church was built about 1778 the figure of a dove was carved upon the ceiling and painted 
on one of the main pillars. The Dove was thus regarded as the emblem of the congre- 
gation, and was put on the new tokens at the centenary celebration.

The Synod, however, decided to leave ministers to do as they thought best ; and 
in consequence Mr. Smyton left the Church, and along with other two ministers formed 
a separate presbytery; but this movement came to nothing, and the three congregations 
which had adhered to their ministers eventually returned to their original connection 
with the Secession Church.

This church is locally called the ‘Kirk i’ the Muir”. The church and the manse 
stand by themselves quite alone on the moor; and the public road, which at one time 
passed close to the church, has been diverted to a more convenient position a considerable 
distance away. The church was opened by the Rev. Ralph Erskine in 1744, and has 
continued to be occupied by the congregation to this day, though the internal arrange- 
ments have been altered and improved. It is the only one of the early Secession churches 
that is still used for public worship. The present minister, Rev. John Brown, is a direct 
descendant of John Brown of Priesthill, the covenanter, whose tragic death at the hand 
of Claverhouse is so well known in Scottish history.

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IV. ORIGINAL SECESSION CHURCH. 


Tue history of the Original Secession Church is the same as 
that of the United Presbyterian up to the year 1799. A con- 
troversy had been going on among both the Burghers and 
Antiburghers as to the right and duty of the Civil Magistrate 
to interfere in the affairs of the Church, and as to the con- 
tinued obligation of the covenants ; and this led to the breaking 
up of both churches, the minorities in each refusing to adopt 
the new views,—which eventually became the Voluntary 
principle,—maintaining that these were inconsistent with the 
principles of the Secession, as well as contrary to Scripture. 
Accordingly the Old Light Burghers separated themselves 
in 1799, and formed the Original Burgher Synod, the larger 
part of which joined the Church of Scotland in 1839, and 
four years afterwards came out with the Free Church at 
the Disruption. 

The Old Lights in the Antiburgher Synod came out in 
1806, and formed the Constitutional presbytery, and these 
united with the Protesters from the United Secession Church 
of 1820 to form the Original Secession Church; and these 
again united with the remanent Old Light Burghers to form 
the United Original Secession Church. The greater number 
of the latter joined the Free Church in 1852, and the re- 
mainder now constitute the Synod of United Original Seceders. 

The Original Secession tokens are very similar to the 
United Presbyterian. Both the Old and the New Lights 
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naturally continued to use the letters A. C. for Associate 
Congregation, and the only way in many cases in which col- 
lectors can distinguish them is by noting the initials, and 
seeing to which church the minister belonged. A. C. tokens 
not found here should be sought for in the United Presbyterian 
section. The congregations which joined the Free Church 
in 1843 and 1852 are distinguished by the contraction F. C.

V. BEREAN CHURCH. 


Tue Berean Church was founded in 1773 by Rev. John Bar- 
clay. He was for some years assistant in the parish of 
Fettercairn, and when the aged minister died the people 
were practically unanimous in their desire that he should be 
appointed his successor. But as he had given offence to 
the members of presbytery by his doctrinal teaching they per- 
suaded the patron to appoint another, and this was sustained 
on appeal by the Assembly; and, as the presbytery refused to 
give him the usual certificate, he had no resource left but to 
leave the Church of Scotland and found a church of his own. 
The name was taken from the Bereans mentioned in the Acts 
of the Apostles, ‘‘ who searched the Scriptures daily, whether 
those things were so”. The position taken up by Barclay 
and his followers was that a knowledge of the existence and 
character of God can be found only in the Bible, to the ex- 
clusion of reason or nature; that David in his Psalms never 
referred to himself, but only to Christ ; and that assurance 
is an essential part of faith, that one who believes the Scrip- 
tures, and yet doubts his interest in Christ, could not be a 
Christian. 

At first the new cause seemed to promise great things. 
Besides his own church in Edinburgh, Mr. Barclay founded 
congregations in Glasgow, Crieff, Kirkcaldy, Dundee, Arbroath, 
Montrose, Brechin and Fettercairn ; in the latter place twelve 
hundred persons were said to have left the Established 
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Church. Mr. Barclay spent much of his time in consolidating 
the congregations he had planted, but after his death in 1798 
they began to languish, dissensions broke out among the 
members, and the Church ceased to exist. The only one of 
their tokens I have heard of is the following :—

VI METHODIST CHURCH: 


Tue Methodists have never been a numerous body in Scot- 
land, perhaps on account of their rejection of Calvinism which 
has always had a strong hold on the Scottish people. Large 
crowds attended the preaching of John Wesley, and his work 
greatly helped the Evangelical movement begun by the 
Erskines and their friends, but Presbyterianism seems native 
to the Scottish soil, and the people did not take kindly to his 
class meetings, circuits, and the rotation of ministers. They 
always welcomed believers to their fellowship, and communion 
tokens were not much used among them. I can only give 
three examples, two of which might be used by any congre- 
gation. '

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Tue Free Church is that section of the Presbyterian Church 
of Scotland which renounced its connection with the State 
in 1843, in order to obtain freedom from State control. A 
conflict had raged over the whole of Scotland for nearly 
ten years in regard to the spiritual independence of the 
Church, or, as it was called, the Headship of Christ. The 
Westminster Confession of Faith, the leading doctrinal stan- 
dard of all the Presbyterian Churches, asserts that ‘‘ the Lord 
Jesus as King and Head of His Church, hath therein appointed 
a government in the hand of church officers, distinct from the 
Civil Magistrate’; and the conflict arose as to the applica- 
tion of this principle. The Moderates had long held the 
ascendancy in the Church, but about 1834 the Evangelical 
party obtained a majority, and by the enactment of the Veto 
Law in that year they were brought into conflict with the 
civil courts. The restoration of patronage in the time of 
Queen Anne had been the source of much trouble, and had 
been the main cause of the formation of the Secession and 
‘Relief Churches in the previous century, the Assembly having 
insisted on presbyteries inducting the presentees of the 
patrons, however unacceptable these might be to the par- 
ishioners. The call of the congregation had been regarded as 
only a form, but the Evangelical party in the Assembly, by 
the Veto Act, desired to make the call a reality by giving 
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power to the presbyteries to reject a presentee in cases in 
which a majority of the congregation solemnly dissented 
against his appointment. A case soon occurred at Auchter- 
arder, where the call was signed by only two parishioners, 
while almost the whole congregation dissented from it; but 
the House of Lords affirmed the decision of the Court of 
Session, which required the presbytery to settle the presentee 
over the parish without regard to the dissents. 

The civil courts thus claimed a right to review and reverse 
the decisions of the church courts in their own province, 
thereby taking away all independence from the Church; and, 
an application to Parliament in their Claim of Right having 
been rejected, the Evangelical party surrendered their bene- 
fices and left the Establishment in May, 1843, as a protest 
against State control in spiritual matters. 

The Free Church tokens being comparatively modern have 
not the interest of the older varieties, and are not so much 
prized by collectors. The following list might have been 
greatly extended, but a sufficient number of examples has 
been given to show their characteristic features. At the 
Disruption many thousand tokens were struck from different 
dies, without the name of any congregation being put on 
them, so that they could be used anywhere, and these were 
largely adopted. Specimens of these are given, as well as 
examples of the different names that were at first taken by 
congregations, as Free Protesting, or Free Presbyterian. 
One congregation in Dundee had each token numbered sepa- 
rately—a practice unique so far as I know, but the numbering 
was afterwards erased. Many of them have the number of 
the table at which the communicant was expected to take his 
place cast or stamped on them, and this was common to all 
the churches.

VIII. EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN SCOTLAND. 


THE Episcopal Church does not as a rule use communion 
tokens. The ordinance of the Lord’s Supper is free and 
open to all who wish to partake of it, the responsibility being 
left on the communicant himself to judge of his own fitness, 
though necessarily the clergyman has a right to refuse 
admission to any he may deem unworthy of the privilege. 
Yet there were a good many congregations in the north of 
Scotland that continued to use tokens up to a comparatively 
recent date; and, with a few exceptions, these are found 
within an area bounded by the river Tay on the south and 
Inverness on the north. 

The explanation is that the Episcopal Church was the 
strongest in this part of the country at the Revolution in 
1688. The Covenanters found little support in the north of 
Scotland, the people there were mostly Jacobites ; the bishops 
and clergy refused to render allegiance to King William, and 
in consequence their congregations for the most part remained 
Episcopalian, though no longer the Established Church. 
Before the Revolution their forms of worship and church 
government did not differ greatly from the Presbyterian, for 
a liturgy was scarcely ever used, the kirk-sessions ruled the | 
parish as formerly, though the acts of discipline might be 
fewer; and when they had to leave the parish churches the 
distribution of tokens and other accustomed forms of worship 
prevailed for a long time afterwards. For instance, in 
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Lochlee a surplice was never seen till the late Bishop Forbes 
of Brechin went there to confirm—the black gown having 
been used both at prayers and in the pulpit. When Anglican 
influences came in these indigenous customs tended to ule 
out, and with them the use of the token. 

The distinguishing feature of the Episcopalian token is 
the emblem of the Cross. “Usually it is of the conventional 
type, the transverse bars being short and near the head of 
the upright, while in others the four arms are of equal length, 
crossing in the middle, and yet another is like the letter X. 
Another characteristic is the frequent use of the sacred mono- 
gram, I.H.S., Jesus Hominum Salvator, or Jesus the Saviour 
of men, which was scarcely ever used on Presbyterian tokens. 
The initials of the minister were often put on the token, 
though not so uniformly as in the other churches. It was a 
common practice for communicants in going from one district 
to another to carry a token with them to serve as a certificate 
of membership, and one minister tells me he had as many as 
eight or ten different varieties received in this way, which 
he used indiscriminately in his own congregation; and, 
indeed, most of the clergymen seem to have had other tokens 
mixed up with their own. One minister used to distribute 
tokens to communicants every Saturday night after Even- 
song, as a means of keeping up discipline, but they are not 
used now in more than one or two congregations. A few of 
these tokens struck in Episcopal times were continued in use 
in the parish churches when they again became Presbyterian.

The Episcopalians in Crail continued their own services after the Revolution; their 
chapel at Bankhead Brae was destroyed by an anti-Jacobite mob in 1745, and they united 
with the congregation of Pittenweem in 1805, where a church was built in that year for 
their united worship.
